The  Pollock  family  is  one  of  tlio  oldest  families'  in  the 
history, of  Scotland.lt  was  of  Norman  (Huguenot)  origin #  making  its 
way  to  Scotland  before  the  Norman  Conquest .Normandy  was  the  prin¬ 
cipal  Nordic  settlement  of  France  and  not  to  any  extent  of  either 
Alpine  or  Mediterranean  origin. 

The  Pollocks  were  noted  as  men  of  the  chase  and  hunters 
as  well  as  soldiers *Tho  family  arras  commemorate  this  and  are: - 
ARMS:-  Vert, a  saltire  or, between  three  hunting  horns  in  fesse  and 
base  argent , garni shed  gules.

1. Fulbert  became  prominent  about  1053. He  was  a  follower  of  Edward, 
the  confessor, the  last  of  the  Saxon  Kings  whose  reign  was  secure 
and  unchallenged. Aft or  the  conquest  of  England  in  1066, he  appears 
to  have  also  been  in  high  favor  and  the  confidence  of  William, I f 
who  made  him  chamberlain  and  created  him  Baron  of  Poliok  in  Renfrew¬ 
shire  nearo  Sterling  castle. The  great  Barony  was  one  of  the  richest 
in  Scotland  and  was  said  to  have  come  into  his  possession  during 
the  reign  of  King  David, I, of  Scotland.Fulbert  became  one  of  tho 
most  powerful  poors  in  Scotland. His.  power  increased  until  i U  was  al¬ 
most  as  great  as  that  of  the  king  himself.

Petrius  died  in  1175. He  assumed,  the  surname  of  PoLlok. Surnames 
began  to  come  in  use  in, Scotland  about  this  time  to  u'ovo  tho  ri( 
of  inheritance  from  parent  to  child  to  counteract  the  feudal  oys 
adopted  by  William, I .Petrius  became  a  man  of, eminence  and  was  a  ben¬ 
efactor  of  the  monastery  of  Paisley .Ho  was  a  champion  of  the  chase 
and  in  war.  His  exploits  were  celebrated  in  minstrelsy  by  songs 
sung  from  castle  'to  castle. As  a  knight  his  fame  was  second  to  none
